The Week. 


PURIM. 


HisTorY makes strange marks and writes peculiar upon 
the scrolls of Time. Over two thousand years ago, Persia, a mighty 
kingdom, held the sword over the head of its Jewish inhabitants. To-day, 
it is a weak and distracted little country, dragged into the war at the heels 
of the belligerent Powers, and some, at least, of the Russian Afmy who are 
over-running it in pursuit of the Turko-Germans, may be Jews—descendants 
of that despised Mordecai, who sat in the gates of the King’s palace, 
Surely, aremarkable whirligig! Jewry and Persia still survive. But if the 
star of Jewry has not waned, that of Persia assuredly has, and who, looking 
around the world to-day, would doubt that, with all its dangers and tribula- 
tions, the future of Jewry looms more impressively than that of the brow- 
beaten little pecple upon whose sentiments the lives of our ancestors once 
hung so precariously ? And so it appears that the world does change, if it 
does not move, And yet, for what is the fight which the Jew and Persian, 
each in his own sphere, have to wage to-day? Surely it is a fight for the 


_ right of the small people, the minority, to live its own life; and this was 


& 


precisely the issue between Haman and Mordecai over two thousand years 


ago. The Jew, however, won in the days of Ahasuerus, and that gives 
encouragement to the hope that he will win again in these days, and that 
like him the modern descendants of the ancient Persian King will conquer 
too. Viewed in this light, Purim must always bring a message of hope to 
Jewry and the world, and it may truly be said that never has such a 
message been more poignantly needed than at this critical hour. Let man- 
kind, in its anguish, hark back once again to holy writ; and there it will find 
that justice and the rights of minorities have ever, through all the welter of 
blood, prevailed in the end,*and that progress is not to be brought to nought 
by the over-weening ambitions of any one man. Who then shall say 
tuat Purim is a derelict festival, whose lesson has lost its meaning for men? 


‘UNION AND CONCORD.” 


THE purpose of last Sunday’s meeting at the Pavilion Theatre was 
said to be “union and concord” as a means to communal co-operation. 
That is a doctrine upon which the JEWISH CHRONICLE has for years been 
insisting as essential to the well-being of Auglo-Jewry, and we are not in 
the least surprised to find a general opinion expressed that without such 
co-operation there is little hope of anything being accomplished in.such a 
crisis in our affairs as that which is upon us. But the speeches—or the 
chief of the deliverances—appear to have fallen far below the high purpose 
either of union or of concord, and rather to have resulted in a marked dis- 
sonance. Mr. ZANGWILL, whose quips and cranks and jokes sounded 
sadly and singularly ont of place in an address, the main theme of which 
was our war-battered brethren the starving refugees in Russia, and ata 
time when sorrow and pain, bloodshed and ruin, are rife, indulged 
in acrid “asides” at the communal “ bureaucrats’ and the Zionists. 
These do not seem to us to be particularly conducive to union, while Mr.

were an equally inept exercise in the art of producing concord. That 
gentleman suggests that the JEWISH CHRONICLE has forfeited some of the 
confidence of the community. As a journalist he will know that there are 


certain concrete and infallible signs by which the truth of such a proposition 


may be judged. His own excursions into Jewish journalism not so long 
ago must have convinced him, in a very practical manner, that they are as 
applicable in that as in any other branch of newspaper enterprise. 
Measured by these tests we can unhesitatingly assure Mr. WOLF that his 
estimate of us is wofully at fault, and that he really need feel no anxiety on 
that score. But when Mr. WoLF asserts that we do not enjoy the fullest 
confidence of the community, we cannot but ask whether he himself 
possesses that confidence in the capacity he fulfils in connection with the 
Conjoint Committee. Surely the very formation of the National Union for 
Jewish Rights is a query note affixed to Mr. WOL?’s claims—if, indeed, he 
is sufficiently courageous to advance them, or can point to anything in his 
particular communal work, to which we have alluded, to justify them. In 
pursuit of union and concord—and truth—Mr. WOLF assailed us in fine 
transpontine form, alleging that we had suggested the existence of some 
“ dark conspiracy lurking behind the title” of the Union. Where, we would 


ask, was there a word of the sort in our remarks which Mr. WoL-F led the 


meeting to think he was retailing? We can discover no trace of such a_ 


charge in anything that we have written. It was a thought evolved from 
Mr. WoLr’s own imagination; unless it be an excellent example of qui 


s'excuse s’accuse. As for our comments on the indefiniteness’of the phrase 


“Jewish rights,” we adhere in every particular to what we wrote. The 
various ways in which Mr. Wor himself interpreted the pbrase are as 
clear a justification for our observation as any we need at the moment. 
THE PROGRAMME. 
THE meeting itself, however, was a telling comment on the expressed 
aspirations concerning concord and union. The gathering was organised 
by a newly-fledged association, so newly-fledged that it has not, as yet, even 
a constitution. Some members of the Conjoint Committee either went 
down to Whitechapel, or wrote to bless it. But no sort of explanation was 
forthcoming of the relations that are to subsist between the organisation of 
which Mr. Lucign WoLrF is President, and the Conjoint Committee, in 


— 


regard to which Mr. Wo LF holds some undefined official position. A great 
deal of show was made of the honoured names of those who appear to be 
standing in the not always happy position of patrons of the new organisa- 
tion. But the extent to which the Union is to be bound by the Conjoint 
Committee, or the Conjoint Committee by the’ Union, was not revealed. 
Is the Conjoint Committee to take its orders from the Union, or is the 
Union to obey the behests of the Committee? Or, again, are they distinct 
and separate bodies? In the latter alternative, do both bodies subscribe 
tothe same programme? If such is the case it may be permissible to ask how 
a meeting called to usher in the existence of a seeond organisation for 
dealing with precisely the same set of problems as are being grappled with 
by the older institution can make for concord. The programme of the 
Union starts by setting to itself exactly and precisely the work that hitherto 
we have looked to be done by the Board of Deputies, or the Anglo- Jewish 
Association—here enters yet another body—or by the Conjoint Committee > 
representing the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association. 
The second item of the new organisation’s programme, which has reference 
to the obtaining of civil and political rights for Jews in any country of 
which they may be citizens, is one to which all Jews throughout the world 
can heartily subscribe; although it is at least open to question whether 
that alone, and taken by itself, would entirely solve the Jewish question, 
even in Russia, and again, whether external agitation in that direction 
is the best way of compassing the end in view. Be this as it may 
however, the securing of identical civil and political rights for 


Jews as citizens the world overis exactly the policy andthe object for which 


we are assured the Conjoint Committee has all along been striving. The 

third item in the new organisation's programme is in reference to Palestine. 

Whether it will satisfy the aspirations of Jewish Nationalists, or of Zionists, 
is at least doubtful. On the face of it, however, it is a considerable 
watering-down of their programme, a fact which, to do him justice, Mr. WOLF 
himself acknowledged in the course of his address, although curiously 
the daily papers, it is interesting to observe, took what he said to mean 
Jewish Nationalism in its most robust form. But, are we to assume that this 
-partof the’ Union’s programme, even the anemic Zionism to whichitis pledged, 
is also part of the programme of the Conjoint Committee? If so, then we 
shall have not union of effort and co-operation, but overlapping, so far as 
the Conjoint Committee and the Union are concerned, and mutual 


succumb to the genial, gentle persuasive tones with which Mr. ZANGWILL 
so tactfully plied them on Sunday, when he had the hardihood to suggest 
that they had given support to the Blood Libel! This disregard of ccn- 
ditions as they exist looks like crying “ Union, union,” where there is no 
union, 


IS IT A PRACTICAL MNOVE ? | 

WE have alteady said that we have all along been, and are now, strong 
upholders of loyal mutual co-operation between all sections of the com- 
munity, but we seek the reality and not the mere name, and we are sorely 
afraid that, while the new organisation is laying stress upon the name, it is 
missing the reality. We can leave out of consideration for the moment the 
question of co-operation by the Zionists for which the programme of the new 
organisation makes a bid. What is more important at this stage is to know 
what the true functions of this new body are to be. Are their functions to b® 
confined to mere agitation, or are they to extend to action? If the latter* 
what will the Conjoint Committee be doing in the meantime? Ifthe formers 
we surely do not need a separate body with all the paraphernalia of prest- 
dents and the like to effect that purpose. If, again, the Conjoint Committee 
feels that it needs the backing of the masses for its programme, it could make 
public its programme and could appeal to popular audiences with far greater 
effect and with far greater success, we should imagine, than can the hetero- 
geneous amalgamation of fortuitous sectional atoms upon which, the new 
organisation seems to depend. A public address by Mr. D.L. ALEXANDER, 
K.C.—whoseindisposition we deeply regret—for instance, would, in the nature 
of things, be more effectual than a speech by Mr. LUCIEN WOLF, and an 
appeal for support of the Conjoint Committee by Mr. CLAUDE MONTEFIORE 
would surely be more to the point and a more solid contribution to current 
communal politics, than the brilliant verbal antics and the laughter- 
provoking paradoxes of Mr. ZANGWILL. Is it desired to bring all Jewish 
organisations into one tent? Then the Board of Deputies could easily amend 
its constitution, either generally or ad hoc, and give representation to those 
bodies not now represented; or the Conjoint Committee couldlengthen its cords 
and strengthen its tent-pins by not confining its composition to representatives 
from only the two bodies that at present elect it. This would make for union, 
while the starting of this fresh organisation must assuredly, we fear, tend 
jn the other direction. Wherever, indeed, we turn, we meet—when we 
consider the establishment of the new organisation—with a baffling 
indeterminateness, not to say confusion. It may—or may not—help to 
promote many good causes, but “union” is not one of them, ser 


lis “concord.” “Mr. MONTEFIORE told us that the Conjoint Committee 


welcomed the Union. Why does not the Conjoint Committee itself then do 
what the Union is attempting to do, so far as drawing together all sections of 


1 the community to the popular support of an agreed programme is concerned 2? 


Then, at any rate, we should know where we are. We might then have 
one strong, officially recognised, organisation representative of all classes of 
the community with a programme to which all connected with it woald 
subscribe. We should have that programme and that organisation, toos 


centred in one body, which would take upon itself to do the work through 


antagonism between the Union and the Zionists: Unless, of course, 
the latter agree to Mr. WoLr's interpretation of their aims, or unless they | 
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‘could not but have the most tletrimental infu 


out from the arena of agitation and public meetings to that of representa- 


tion to the Government, or of private conference and _ negotia- 


tion with the powers that be, the sort of work, we presume, the 


Conjoint Committee still intends to carry on. We should know 
whose programme was. being formulated in the mame of the 
community, and who are to be the executive agents of the public will. 
We should be rid of the phenomenon of several bodies, not revolving each 
in its separate orbit, but threatening collision one with another at any 
moment. We should, in short, be making. for the reality rather than the 
mere cry for union. Although we have no doubt that all those who 
rendered their hearty benedictions to the new movement are just as 
anxious as we are to see established union and concord by mutual work and 
co-operation throughout the community, we regret that we feel bound to say 
that we do not regard last Sunday’s proceedings as any very practical move 
towards that much-to-be-desired state of affairs. We should feel much 
happier and more hopeful had the meeting, in fact, provided us with 
reasonable cause to think otherwisé.

As a Festival of Humility? 


v LEASE, dear. Mentcr, do not forget Purim, and let us have one of those 
modern Megillahs of yours.” So writes an esteemed correspondent who 
favours the present writer regularly with running comments, some of a 

natore quite invaluable, on current matters communal. No! my good friend. 
\When this country entered upon the Napoleonic Wars Pitt exclaimed: “ Roll up 
the map of Europe!” Ihave not the heart to unroll my particular scroll from 
which in years past I have been able to extract so much that may, or may not, have 
fied events in Anglo-Jewry as they fly. For now and again, as I have faithfully 
transcribed sections into this column, it has occurred to me possible that, per- 
chance, portions might fitindividuals as well asevents; and the mere feather-tickle 
producing in normal times but harmless irritation, in times stressful and full of so 
much tragedy, such as those now present with us, would bave the effect of burt and 
pan far foreign to the spirit of the Purim festival.

Iserlin. ‘The people who think so are wrong,” he declared, ‘‘and the assertion 
that all evil arises from Jews is incorrect. The main reason for failures-at the 
hiussian Western Front was the lack of sufficient railways.”

The Spanish Period of Jewish History. 


JEWISH SERVICES TO SCIENCE. 


The third of the University Extension Lectures on the Spanish Verod of 
Jewish History was delivered at Toynbee Iiall on Tuesday by Mr. T°. S. Spiers, 


B.Sc., who dealt with the Jewish services to science in the period under rev.ew, 
Dr. ©. WEIZMAN presided. 


Mr. SpIERS said that the Jew plaved a triple role in regard to science tue 
period under review. They first taught science to the Arabs, they hetpod the 
Arabs to cultivate science, and, finally, they were the interpreters of \rab science 
to Christian Europe of the Renascence. tle showed the part which Jews had 


played as teachers at the Universities of the Eastern Caliphate. One notable 
service which they rendered was the introduction of the Hindu numerical notauioa 
with the Arabs. He referred to the achievements in medicine of the Jewish 
physicians of the period, and he instanced the medical works of Jehuda Iivevy 
and Maimonides among others. The feature of the work of the Jewish ccctors 
was their common sense. Jewish professors of medicine also tavgit 
at the great universities of the time. In astronomy and mathematics 
the Jews shone, their services to navigation directly 
assisted the discoveries. of Columbus and Vasco da Gama, who had _ uced 
Jewish astronomical tables and Jewish navigation instruments. The Jews of 
the period had themselves many achrevements in the world of geographical 
discovery and research. The really great scientific service which the Jews had 
rendered was to carry on the stream of scientific knowledge through the cark 
ages and pass on the science of the Arabs to Christian Europe. It was necessary 
work which was well done. : 

The CHAIRMAN, in thanking Mr. Spiers for his lecture, said that the Jews 
had nothing very original to show in the scientific sphere. Their function had 
been to rationalise and interpret the work of others. 

The fourth lecture will be delivered at Toynbee Hall next Tuesday, at eight 
o'clock. The lecturer will be Mrs. R. N. Salaman, the subject, “The Spanish 
Mebrew. Poets.” Mrs. Salaman, while still Miss- Nina Davis, published 
some charming renderings from the medieval Hebrew poets, and has since 
contributed many beautiful translations to the Festival Prayer Book edited by het 
father,, Mrs. N. [..

THE BUDGET—A TABLOID SPEECH, 


Mr. Rk. WALEY COHEN, who was cheered on rising to present the annus] 
accounts, expressed regret at the absence of Mr. de Rothschild, the Senio, 
Treasurer. He had been home for some time,, but had now returned to the front. 
and therefore they were deprived of the advantage of hearing his review of the 
finances of the institution. During his absence a large amount of the work of the 
office had been performed by his. brother, Major Lionel de Rothschild. Unfertu- 
nately, he, too, was occupied with duties connected with his military office which 
prevented his attendance. He (Mr. Cohen) had been called unexpectedly to France 
last week and had not therefore been able to give the time to the renewed study of 
the accounts which was perhaps desirable in order to give the Council a closer 
exposition of the financial situation of the United Synagogue than was 
contained in the report. He did not, for the reason he had mentioned, 
propose to recapitulate in any detail the very full statement which 
the report set out. From the Treasurers’ point of view, perhaps the most 
important feature was that they had been enabled to maintain their current balance 
at approximately the same level as last year without making araid on the prevision 
made for the future. That was perhaps satisfactory as far as it went. At the 


‘Ori 


same time, no one who had any responsibility for the affairs of the United. 


Synagogue could fail to realise that the prosperity through which they might be 
said to be passing was largely artificial, and they had to prepare themselves for 
much more difficult times. For that reason the Finance Committee had exercised 
proper caution in framing their estimates, and in this they had been followed by 
individual synagogues none of which could be accused of over-sanguine estimates. 
It had been the practice on that occasion to give some indication of the directions 
in which the funds of the United Synagogue might be required in the future. 
That was a time, however, in which it would be unusually dangerous to make any 
prophecy, and he did not propose to follow precedent. There were, however, 
indications that they would undoubtedly be called upon to assist the formation 
and development of congregations in outlying areas, and the remarks of the 
Treasurers included in the report, which he ventured to emphasise, applied with 
no less force now that they had in front of them a large amount of duties to per- 
form intheir direct field of activity, that of providing suitable facilities for 
religious worship. He hoped the Council wemld bear this in mind in considering 


efforts that might be made from time to time to divert their energies in other 


directions. He concluded by moving the first financial resolution. 
The various accounts were then passed seriatim. 


THE CHIEF RABBI’S FUND, 


Mr. M. DuPparRc drew attention, on the Estimates, to the state of the Chief 
Rabbi's Fund. He said that outside that body, from the point of view of 


financial obligation, the Chief Rabbi seemed to be regarded as Chief Rabbi solely 
of the United Synagogue, whereas from the general point of view he was regarded 
as Chief Rabbi of all the English-speaking congregations in the Empire. The 
congregations in the provinces and colonies taxed the offce of Chief Rabbi far 
more than the synagogues of the United Synagogue. When they saw how the 
provincial and colonial congregations, some of them very wealthy, availed them- 
selves of the services of the Chief Rabbi and refused to contribute their share 
towards the emoluments of the office, he thought some strong measures should be 
taken to bring these communities to book. | 

The CHAIRMAN said that they were indebted to Mr. Dupare for raising the 
matter, The Chief Rabbi gave his services as freely as his predecessor, and 


rather than any congregation should be deprived of his services he (Mr. Jessel) 


would prefer the United Synagogue to bear the burden, but he fully endorsed the 
view that the outside congregations should fulfil their obligations, 


JEWS’ COLLEGE. 


Sir ADOLPH TUCK commented on the smallness of the proposed grant to 
jews College, and deplored the fact that the United synagogue had not come to 
the rescue of the College when it was hard hit by the war. He again reminded 
the Council of the fact that the United Synagogue took 50 per cent. of the 
College output of students, 

The CHAIRMAN Genied that the College, as at present constituted, was 
indispensable to the United Synagogue. He looked in vain for a succession of 
young men suitable to fill their pulpits, and he pointed to the fact that noone was 
available to succeed the Rev. Fohraim Levine. He urged Sir Adolph and his 
colleagues to re-organise the College so as more fully to meet the needs of the 
community, 

The vote of £100 proposed was agreed to. _ 

_ Sir Apotpn Tucx later objected to £200 being devoted to the work of the

He criticised the Overseers for concentrating everything 
in their own hands. 


_ Eventually a resolution was substituted for the original motion on the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Isaac Landau. It gave the Overseers discretionary power in special

Even so hardened and incorrigible a globe-trotter found much of 

interest and a little to endure in this adventure in ice-bound Russia, at 

wartime: and he was good enough to impart a few of his experiences to a 

representative of the Je wisi CHRONICLE. As will be seen from what follows, 

his account leaves a vivid impression, not only 

of the terrible bouleversement which has torn 

up Polish Jewry by the roots and scattered it 

over the empire, but of the wonderful organisa- 

tion which has sprung up under Jewish hands, 

almost over night, at the magic touch of 

necessity, and which is controlling the chaos with 
ho ineffective power. 

“T left Engle nd on January 24th,” said Mr. 
Adler to the representative of the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, “and returned on March 2nd. 
Nineteen of the nights were spent im traveiling— 
five by sea and fourteen by rail, I was fortunate 
ough to have been accompanied by my friend 
and kinsman, Mr. Philip Henry, who is reporting 
to the American Committee as to the needs of 
the fugitive and ‘evacuated’ Jews in Russia and 
the provision for their relief, 

“The journey was pretty arduous, and we 
had to put up with a temperature of fifty degrees 
(Fahrenheit) below freezing point, at one siage of 
our voyage. Curiously enough, although I was 
quite well throughout the journey, directly we 
reached London we both caughtcold. Tam told that Arctic explorers, who are 
immune in the very cold regions, havea similar experience when they arrive in this 
eountry

“After about a week in Petrograd,” to resume Mr. Adler's narrative, “we 
went to Moscow, where there is one of the largest of the affiliated Com 
mittees, presided over by Mr. Wissotzky, popularly known as ‘The Tea King.’ 
This gentleman, by the way, is-very pleased to be congratulated on the fact that 
he is represented in London by Achad Ha'am| The American Consul-General in 


Moscow (Mr. Snodgrass) has the control of all the organisation for looking after: 


the German and Austrian prisoners, and his kindness to the Jews among them is 
beyond all praise, though this is rather the province of my friend Mr. Henry. 


One curious piece of information that may perhaps interest you is that the German 


allowances for the prisoners are paid with great, but the Austrian with far less 
regularity. 
| "FOO SAD. TO COMPLAIN.” 

‘From Moscow we went to Nijni Novgorod, which js situated at the con. 
fluence of the Volga and the Oka, both huge frozen rivers. The great fair is 
not held in Nijni itself, but in Kanavino, on this side of the river. Here are 
gathered thousands of poor Jewish fugitives and some seven hundred Galician 
prisoners. “These are housed in great warehouses lent free by. Jewish merchants. 
There are two or three hundred in each building. The conditions..are»not 
inviting, but the poor people are not starving, and seemed too sad to complain. 


The chief worker at Kanavino is afur merchant, named Chazanoff, who gives all 


his time and energy to his noble mission. 

“We crossed the river shortly before Sabbath on February 18th, and Stayed 
at Nijni Novgorod. The sledge drive across the Volga was the coldest 
experience I remember—an icy wind was blowing, which searched one's 
body through and through. At Nijni the better-to-do hostages and 
prisoners are allowed to live in the town on condition that they 
do not leave it. Among them are lawyers, doctors, factory-owners, brewers and 
merchants, belonging to Lemberg, Tarnopol, and other places in Galicia. Their 
chief complaint. was that they had nothing to do. Here, too, is a local com- 
mittee, of smaller proportions but with a great deal to do. The head of the

From Nijni Novgorod, Mr. Adler and Mr. Henry returned home, arriving 
as has been said, on March 2nd. 


GIGANTIC WORK. 


And what, Mr. Adler was asked, is the impression you gathered of the Jewish 
conditions in Russia? | 3 

“Our general impression was that the needs of our unhappy coreligionisis 
who have been expelled or evacuated from their homes in Poland and Lithuania 
are very great indeed, and that it is impossible to do enough for them. A¢ the 
same time the better class Jews in Russia are manfully doing their very bes; to 
cope with the gigantic work which they have undertaken,” 
Have they now a firm grip of the situation? . 

“T believe they have. There must be hundreds of thousands of fugitives 
who are not yet registered as recipients of charitable relief, though many of them 
have nearly lost their all. This fact was very forcibly impressed upon us a: the 
kosher restaurant in Moscow, where we found hundreds of better-to Jo-Jews 
from Warsaw, Minsk, Berditcheff, Kovno, and other towns, all dining simulta 
ously. Even the waitresses had come from Courland and Livonia,

The lale of Settlement, Mr. Adler went on to say, had perforce beeg 
extended very largely, so that it now enables Jews to reside in every Russian 
town, except those containing royal residences—Petrograd, Moscow, Gatching. 
etc, The extension, Mr. Adler pointed out, is not only for the duration of the 
war, but until there is ‘‘ fresh legislation.” concession, Mr. Adler believes. 
forms a promising instalment of the complete liberty which will, it is hoped, be 
the solution of the Kusso-Jewish question in Russia, | 
OPTIMISTIC. 

‘ Somehow or other,” he said, “I felt more depressed in Petrograd than else. 
where, perhaps because that city is famous for containing less ozone in the ar 
than any other in the world. But I have been an optimist and remain an optimis: 
aud it isan optimist’s duty and privilege to do what he can to improve condition 
and not to grumble and complain that conditions are unimprovable. As for the 
Russian Jews, they are, above all things, patriots, not to say Chatvin.sts, and 
they proved this by the enthusiasm with which they entered into the war. 

AS IN ENGLAND, 

One thing that struck Mr. Adler was the resemblance, economically 5; 
between war time in Russia andin England. Asin England, prices were high 
but, as in this country, too, wages have never been so good. The hote!s, even in 
Petrograd and Moscow—where, by the wav, over 100,000 Jews reside—are fui to 
overflowing. Even sletghs are dificult to find, while long queues have to 


wait for the crowded tram cars. Thereis, in fact, apart from the refuvees, hardiy 
any unemployment at all in Kussia just now, according to Mr. Adler. one 
should think, will help the Kussian Jews to bear the tremendous task upon wich 


they have embarked of supporting the refuyee hosts in the new forms of 
that have sprung up in the Empire. It is one of the none too many ‘appv 
elements 1M @ situauon as Overcast as it is unprecedented even in the tragic Jewisa 
annais.

It may be stated that besides the issue of a periodical, the plans already con- 
templated include the publication of Bible texts and commentaries ; editions and 
translations of Midrashim; the preparation of a history of Jewish literature 02 
the plan of the Cambridge history of English Literature: the writing of school 
books; the production of literature in aid of the Hebrew revival; the systematic 
tabulation of Jewish statistics; and the preparation of an economic history 0! 12¢ 
Jews. Provision is made in the constitution for the establishment of various 
sections so that the work may be adequately sub-divided. 


The scheme is an ambitious one, and the community will await with. interest 
further developments.

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SOME PURIM REFLECTIONS. 


By THE Rev. I. LIVINGSTONE. 


In the Continental Jewish settlements of the Middle Ages the observance of | 


Purim was marked by boisterous revelry and joyous carnivals, by amusing 
parodies and gay buffooneries, by burlesque masquerades and unceremoniougs 


synagogal merrymaking, by masking and mumming, by joyous festivities and 
riotous fun, and also by a theoretical drinking ef wine until one could no longer 
distinguish between “ Blessed be Mordecai” and “ Cursed be Haman "—a mathe- 


matical joke rather than an inducement to excess (the numerical value 


of the sum of the letters of each of these expressions equalling 502). 
The frivolity and jollification which distinguished the day as the only 
day of the calendar on which certain Biblical and even Rabbinical 
restrictions are revoked or at any rate relaxed, are certainly incongruous 
and out of place in the year 5676, and, in these dark days of the tragic world- 


-war, when, in addition to the general holocaust, we realise, as all of us surely do, 


that millions of our brethren are homeless and destitute, suffering unparalleled 
agony and misery. Jt is terribly difficult to put ourselves in true Purim mood 
when we think of our brothers and sons in the trenches, killing and being killed, 
wounding and being wounded, however much we may be convinced that it is a 
war for honour and freedom, for equity and righteousness. It is indeed hard to 
enter into the real Purim spirit when we reflect upon a tragedy in which the 


scattered units of the Jewish race are engaged 


N DEADLY CONFLICT | 
on the blood-stained fields of battle. And yet Purim has not lost its value. As 
a matter of fact, its observance in these times may be all the more significant. 
The Jew is not a gloomy pessimist. He is rather a cheerful optimist, even though 
he is the most afflicted of all the peoples of the earth. 

It is true that excessive optimism—the policy of those who fail to recognise 
their weakness, and imagine that all is and will always be well—is perhaps as 
injurious as the pessimistic doctrine of despair, But, allowing for the necessity 
of an inspiriting discontent, impelling us not only to perceive the many evils that 
exist, but to strive with might and main to eradicate them, the characteristically 
Jewish cheerfulness and hopefulness which, ! 

» . the gleaming taper's light 
And stil, as darker grows the night, 
Emits a brighter ray 
has been the balm and lifeblood of the soul of the Jew. Any festival therefore 
which, lke Purim, encourages an optimistic faith in the ultimate victory of, right 
Over wrong, should certainly be cherished by the Jew. Purim is a reminder 
that the way of the wicked will perish, and that Israel will outlive all his 
Oppressors. It is a festival bringing comfort and strength to persecuted Jewry, 
assuring us that no weapon that, is forged against us will prosper. It helps to 
brace the fibre of the Jewish people, bringing us a welcome message of hope, 
which we cannot afford to be without. 

The observance of Purim has nevertheless not been enthusiastically encouraged 
by all Jewish religionists for various reasons. Jews are, it is said, a religious 
community and not anation. lVurim, however, is an exclusively national festival. 
Hence to negiect its.observance is justiffable. On these grounds one of the 
leading exponents of Reform Judaism advocates the abrogation of the festival 
“Of the non-Pentateuchal festivals and holy days which are observed by 
Conservative Jews,” says Mr. C. G. Montefiore in his ‘Outlines of Liberal 
Judaism,” only one which Liberal: Judaism sbould retain is, to my thinking, 
the Teast of Chanucah or Dedication.” The view that Jewry is a religious 
community and not a nation is held too by a very large section of 

CONSERVATIVE JEWS, 

whilst several leaders of Liberal Judaism happen to be Zionists. So that 
unless there are other grounds to justify the non-observance of Purim, the 
objection that the Book of Esther breathes too national a spirit would be a 
recommendation for its observance by Zionists, be their Judaism “liberal” or 
‘conservative. Zionism has certainly come to the fore within recent times 
Many who were.at one time non Zionists, if not anti-Zionists, have signed the 
manifesto of the English Zionist Federation. Itis surely feasib’e that when the 
Peace Congress does come the national aspirations of the adherents of the Zionist 
movement will become a practical possibility. Atany rate the Zionist movement 
is one of the means of fostering the idea of racial solidarity, and of preserving the 
Jewish consciousness. The Rabbis of old were not Zionists in the modern sense 
ofthe term. _ They, too, held that the Jews were a religious’ community. But 
they nevertheless would have been the last to suggest the abrogation of Purim. 
On the contrary, it was generally held by the Kabbis that Purim was almost as 
important aday as the day ofthe Divine Revelation on Sinai. When ali the 
books of the Prophets and the Hagiographa will be forgotten, they said, the Look 
of Esther will still remain, andthe Feast of Purim will continue to be observed. 
Israel will never cease to express thanks for his deliverance from persecution. 

But the Book of Esther itself is another reason why the keeping of Purim is 
sometimes discouraged. The authenticity of the narrative is doubted. The 
foundation on which it rests is said to be unhistorical. The festival is borrowed, 
the critics tell us, from the Babylonians, through the Persians. 
Hhabylonian goddess Ishtar, her other name, Hadassah, corresponding to the 
abylonian form, Hadasatu (myrtle or bride). Mordecai is Marduk, the tute- 
lary spirit of Babylon, Haman is Hamman (or Humman), the principal deity of 
the Elamites, in whose capital (Susa), the scene of the Look of Esther, is said to 
have taken place:  Vashti, too, is an Elamite deity (Mashti), whilst Zeresl, the 
wife of Haman, is identified with Kerisa, another Elamite divinity, The conflict 
between 

VASHTI, HAMAN, AND ZERESH, 
on the one hand, and Mordecai and Esther on the other hand, is said to represent 
the antagonism between the gods of Elam and the gods of Babylon. The Baby- 
lonian gods had often waged war against the gods of their neighbours, the 
Elamites, and the narrative is supposed to commemorate a victory gained by the 
former. This, of course, is only one ingenious theory, that of Prof, Jensen, of 
Marburg, J. G. Frazer, and others, A totally different view (that of Graetz) 
connects Purim with the Dionysian Bacchanalian festival, and Ahasuerus. is 
identified with Antiochus. Others again see the origin of Purim in the Persian 
festival of Furdigan (Pordiyan), Lagarde having shown that the two names are 
identical. Kut whilst the critics are attempting to explain the origin of Purim by 
means of Persian or Babylonian mythology, the Jew will lose nothing by 
continuing to observe the festival as his forefathers did. Much of the scepticism 
which questions the credibility of the Book is based on what is by some regarded 
as the extraordinary nature of the recorded evenis. The events are somewhat 
extraordinary to the Western mind, but they are not so to the Eastern mind, In 
comparatively modern times similar events have taken place in Persia, almost the 
Only difference being the names of the actors in the intrigue. And is not the Book 


of Esther a true picture of Jewish suffering? Is not Haman the symbol of that. 


anti-Semitism which, though it tries its hardest to assert itself, ends in self. 
destruction? Do not Israel's foes use the same pleas as Haham did when they 
try to sow the seeds of anti-Jewish feeling? The Book surely deserves a place jn

PURIM’S APPEAL FOR THE ORPHAN. 


“And he brought up Hadassah, that is Esther, his uncle's daughter, for 
she had neither father nor mother, and the maid was fair and beautiful; 
whom Mordecat, when her father and mother were dead, took for his own 
daughter.—Esther ti., 7. 


In recent times comparisons have been drawn between the importance 
of Purim and of Chanucah. Chanucah, it is said, makes a more spiritual 
appeal to modern Jews, the story of the Maccabees is more edifying than 
that of Esther and Mordecai, and while Purim commemorates the salvation 
of Jews, Chanucah is ‘identified with what is of greater importance 
—the salvation of Judaism. Like most attempts to institute a com- 
parison between things dissimilar, this one is more or less. futile. 
Either celebration has its own religious and moral lessons to teach. But 
should it be attempted to exalt Chanucah at the expense of Purim, it may 
be pointed out that the latter story is imperishably enshrined in one of the 
books of the Bible, while Chanucah enjoys no such distinction. Norisa 
treatise of the Talmud devoted to this feast, as in the case of Purim. Not 
without godd reason, we may be sure, did the Rabbins say: © Though the 
Prophets and Hagiographa will pass away, the Book of Esther will sliare 
with the Law the honour of being retained.’” For what nobler lessons are 
to be learnt than we may glean from this obscure Persian chronicle? Here 
we see how the separateness of the Jew has stirred up prejudice against 
him in every age and country, and how surely Providence works to save 
from extinction. . And Providence works through human. means. 
I'sther and Mordecai are the appointed instruments of the Divine will. 
Mordecai is one of the finest speciinens of his race. He has all

cance for us is his benevolence. His relation to Esther 1s the central fact 
out of which the whole story springs. He has been her foster-parent since 
her birth. According to the Midrash her widowed mother ded 
in giving her birth. So Mordecar became both father and mother 
to her. He lavished upon her the most tender solicituce ind 
under his fostering care she developed .a beauty of character 


no less resplendent than her physical beauty. Never virtue 
more abundantly rewarded than in the return which Iesther in 
Mordecai for all she had received from him. All the spleudours of her 
queenly position are unable to spoil the simplicity of her nature. 
the same affectionate daughter to Mordecai that has ever been— 
‘ Esther did the commandment of Mordecat hke as when she was brought 
up with him.’”

is making a special appeal fora sum to enable it to carry on its work in 
these difficult times. . The Orphan Asylum has made itself responsible for 
the care of four hundred fatherless and motherless children. The debt it 
has incurred on their behalf is steadily mounting up toa huge figure. At 
ordinary times it would have held a festival dinner in aid of the 
funds, and it is probable that this form of appeal would have been no 
less successful than previous appeals. The incidence and long continuance 
of war has precluded the holding of such festivities. But the orphan’s

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE | | 
JEWISH BOARD OF GUARDIANS. 


The annual report of the Jewish Board of Guardians, just issued, is a 
document of great sociological, as well as communal, interest. As might have 
been expected, it is coloured throughout by the prevalent war conditions, 
but it will well repay reading by all who are interested in the present situation 
both of Jews and the larger community without. 

The report opens with a reference to the falsified predictions of national 
financial impotence, and even starvation, during war. It points out that, as a 
matter of fact, the shortage of work caused by the outbreak of hostilities was 
entirely confined to the autumn of 1914. During 1915, owing partly to the large 
number of young men away with the colours, and partly to the enormous Govern- 
ment orders for uniforms, boots, and munitions, “ the working classes have hada 
more prosperous time than for many years past.” The wave of prosperity, how- 
ever, ebbed slightly towards the end of the year, so far as Jewish workers were 
concerned, partly because the War Office made more stringent reguiations about 
sub-contracting, so that the same amount of work did not filter through to the 
small East End workshops. 

WARNING. 

It is pointed out that the earlier contrast between industries which were 
flourishing, and others which did not directly minister to the war and consequently 
remained depressed, is not now so marked, probably because both employers and 
employed in the prosperous trades passed on orders to other industries. 

The report utters a strong warning against improvident spending. Years of 
depression, it says, are almost certain after the war, and there is a real danger Of 
the springs of charity running dry for the time being. ,

need is rendered all the more exigent by this very fact of war, which—as 
in the case of so many charities—operates to curtail the ordinary income 
and to increase the xp2iditure, despite the many trenchant economies 
which have been effecteu. We are all the poorer for the war, and some of 
us may find it necessary to diminish our contributions to charity. But we 
dare not let the cause of the orphan suffer, and leas! of all at war time. for 
orphanhood is one of the very tragedies of war which cry aloud for ceeintee, 
Jewish bread-winners are giving their lives for their country, leaving behind 
them helpless children whom the community is bound in honour to sustain. 

lready the institution at Norwood has had to open its doors to such war. 
orphans. There is a boy there whose father went down in the “ Titanic.” 
a waif from the battlefields of Belgium, and many a child whose father went 


_ with the British Expeditionary Force to France in 1914. The institution itself 


was born in a time of war, when this country was struggling against Napoleon 
for its liberties. It was in 1795 that Benjamin Goldsmid (founder of the 
Naval Asylum for Orphans) and his brother Abraham issued their appeal 
to the Jewish community for an asylum for the poor, out of which there 
arose later the “ Abode of Righteousness,” as the Orphan Asylum is beauti. 
fully and appropriately named. — Isaiah tells us ihat “the work of righteous- 
ness shall be peace, and the effect of righteousness, confidence and quietness 
for ever.’ May the prophet’s words be of good omen to us at this time so 
that our work of righteousness for the orphan may issue in quietness and 
confidence for ever. Especially do we commend the appeal for this work 
to those wealthy members of the oommunity who have not hitherto 
responded and who may take a lesson from the example of Esther. She 
sees that the splendid position to which she has risen involves corresponding 
responsibilities. And from the example of Mordecai, too, who, in the great 
post to which he is elevated, continues as before to “ seek the good of his 
people.” And upon all classes of the community we would impress the 
lesson that Purim is essentially a season of giving. It is the day instituted 
for “ sending portions one to another,” and “ gifts to the poor.”

LESS CONSUMPTION. 

One of the noticeable features of the year is the considerable decrease jn the 
number of cases of consumption treated by the Health Committee and the 
Tuberculosis Dispensaries. The money spent on consumptive cases has alsg 
fallen from £6,038 in 1914 to £5,180. The report warns us, however, that jt 
would be rash to conclude that this indicates a permanent improvement. The 
suggestion is thrown out that pressure of work has in some cases prevented 
patients from sparing the time properly to attend to their health, while, perhaps, 
others who normally would have applied to charitable institutions may have 
been able to afford a private doctor. : | 

It is, however, well known that consumption is to a great extent a poor man’s dis. 
ease, and that it is accelerated by insufficient and improper nourishment; it may, 
therefore, be hoped—though, it must be confessed that the assumption is a mere 
surmise—that a small part at least of the diminution 1s really accounted for by an 
improvement in health, caused by higher wages and constant employment, 

The Samuel Lewis Seaside Convalescent Home has continued to discharge 
its useful functions without interruption, notwithstanding its exposed situation on 
the cliffs facing the North Sea. It has also extended hospitality to a limited 
number of convalescent soldiers. The Home has a deficit of £202. 

A valedictory paragraph is devoted to the Russo-Jewish and Jewish Board of 
Guardians Conjoint Committee, which has now ceased to exist. This Com. 
mittee had the duty of looking after the welfare of Russian refugees and the money 
was provided by the Russo-Jewish Committee, Naturally, the work gradually 
decreased, as immigrants became self-supporting, emigrated, or died, and the 
funds are nearly exhausted. ) 

It was therefore felt that the need for a separate administration had ceased to exist 
and under a scheme sanctioned by the Charity Commissioners asum of £4,700 had

THE PURIM. CANVASS. 

A Conference of various London Synagogues and Societies was held on 
Saturday night at Toynbee Hall with the object of organising the house-to-house 
collection on Purim Day in aid of the funds for the Jewish War Victims. About 
one hundred and fifty representatives of various institutions were present. 

Mr. HERMANN LANDAU, the Chairman, said that they desired to make the 
great canvass on Purim as effective as possible. He warned the Conference that 
their Committee were not responsible for any other collections that were being 
made for the same purpose. He did not wish to cast reflections on the other 
committees, but to emphasise the fact that they were responsible only for 
money collected under their control, every penny of which went to the Petrograd 
Committee. 

M. N. SoxoLow said that the first act of the tragedy was over. They now 
bad to deal with the second act, which was less melodramatic but no less urgent. 
At first it was a question of immediate aid, of rescue from starvation. New it was 
their duty to apply the good Jewish sence in helping to re-establish the broken- 
up Jewish communities in the various out-of-the-way places where Jews had been 
thrown. He referred to the new danger of the transference of Jews into the 
interior of Russia, inasmuch as they would thereby be cut off from the rest of the 
world and none would know what might happen to them. , 

The Rev. J. K. Goippioom outlined a scheme to make the Purim canvass a 
success. The scheme was approved. 

The Rev. L. Gurren-asked whether representatives of the United Syna- 
gogue. had been invited to the Conference, as he failed to see any present. 

The CHAIRMAN said that he understood the United Synagogue were arranging 
a similar canvass for Passover, probably because they did not think that many 
congregants would attend synagogue on Purim. »

THE DEPLORABLE SITUATION IN PALESTINE, 
[FROM A CORRESPONDENT. ]

person on the ground that he is a Cohen,” 

In answer to the chairman Major de Rothschild said that Cohanim 
recognised the authority of the Chief Rabbi, He trusted that this ruling 
would be noted by tribunals throughout the country. 

WHAT ABOUT MINISTERS AND. RABBIS? 
From “ FAIRPLAY.” {To Tuy Epiror. 

S1rR,-—I observe that the Chief Rabb: has declared that in circumstances of war 
when the “safety of the country is at stake ” the Jewish law prohibiting Cohanim 
from coming into contact with the dead is, so far as military service is concerned, 
abrogated. 

As a layman, I should be loth to accept as a definite and decided exposition 
of Jewish law the dictum of any ‘single rabbi, even one of. such profound 


rabbinical training and world-wide reputation as Dr. Hertz. I know enough of. 


Jewish law to feel assured that no interpretation of it can.be made absolute upon 
the ipse dixit of any individual, however exalted his spiritual office. 

Lalso understand the anxiety in present circumstances of Major de Rothschild, 
M.P.,and the Chief Kabbi-to display their intense patriotism, even at the expense 
of the cherished religious sentiments of others, This is particularly understand- 
able in the case of the Chief Rabbi whose long English, not to say British lineage, 
so thoroughly ‘entitles him to help in ensuring that every possible man shall be 
sent to serve the Empire; of the United Congregations of which Dr. Hertz is Chief. 

But the Government and. Parliament have allowed certain exemptions to 
those eligible. One is the case of persons who hold objection to military service 
on moral or religious grounds. Another is that of persons who are ministers of 
religion or theological students. 

I notice, however, that the Chief Rabbi, while anxious to deprive. Cohanim 
of their rights under the Military Service Act, has taken particular care to ensure 
exemption for his own class and cloth. Did we not read that he went out of his 
way to secure immunity from service of Rabbinical students? I doubt not that 
now he will see the fairness of no longer allowing advantage to. be taken .of 
exemptions that apply to ministers, actual or prospective. I hope that Dr. Hertz 
will see the inconsistency of helping, by the dictum he has laid down, to deprive 
the Cohanim of the exemption which Parliament granted, while advantage is 
taken by those of the profession he adorns, and that he will at once issue for the 
benefit of Major de Rothschild, M.P., and other military advisers, a rescript to 
that effect. 


I feel sure that Jewish law does not prohibit Rabbis from doing military . 
Service, since history tells us that more than one Rabbi distinguished himself in 
that sphere, while ministers are most frequently not, and theological students of | 


course are never, even Rabbis.

I[t will be an achievement of the greatest moment if all our 
people will work together cordially in the consideration of the problems which confront 
us in the. present crisis, In proportion to their difficulty is the need for unity and 
prudence. Thereby we shall certainly go farthest in safeguarding and promoting those 
causes which are so near to Jewish hearts to-day. I need hardly add that if at any time 
[ can render the slightest services to the Union it will be not only my duty buta privi- 
lege to do so. |

iHustrious Presidents, Sir Moses Montefiore. That tradition had made = 
Board of Deputies the most prominent, the most conspicuous champion 0 
Jewish rights throughout the world, and to that tradition the Conjoint mee § 
mittee of the Board and the Anglo-Jewish Association had succeeded. 
Times had very much changed since the Board of Deputies had complete Soatre’ 
of these foreign affairs. They cord not disguise from themselves that, althoug 

the Board of Deputies was a representative organisation, bodies of Jews had 
grown up outside the constituencies represented by the Board, and these large 
bodies of Jews were in a very peculiar way qualified and justified in looking ne 
these questions of Jewish foreign politics. This large number of Jews who ha 

come to this country since the '80’s, were, to a great extent, fugitives from 
persecution, or the sons of those fugitives, or in large measure relatives of people 
still in the houses of bondage. And one could easily imagine that they felt 


A CERTAIN RESTLESSNESS AND ANXIETY - 

Further, ail sorts Of 
new movements had been started whereby these sections of the community had 
desired to manage those affairs or to look into them themselves. They had the 


Zionist Federation, which had fra: kly arrogated to itself the functions of the 
Board of Deputies so far as its const tuents were concerned. They had the Trade 
Unions and the great Friendly Societies with very large memberships, which had 
also been moved to look into the matter and discuss it with other bodies. All 
these. movements were quite justified in examining these questions, but when 
they saw them proceeding without chart or compass they had to ask themselves 
what would be the result if they were all to work in opposing directions. The 
sesult would-be very unfortunate for the community. That thought had occurred 
to the founders of jhe National Union. They had no desire to found a new body 
to manage Jewish foreign affairs. Their sole desire was to find a common ground 
on which all the existing bodies might work, a commen denominator for these 
various. programmes and these various societies. Because they saw that the 
necessity at this moment was union. He was glad to say that so far the move- 
ment had progressed very favourably. Thirty-three ‘societies, including nine 
Zionist societies, had joined the National Union. He was in great hopes that 
the Friendly Societies might see their way to come to them, and they were post- 
poning the framing of their constitution so that they might have the powerful 
aid of those bodies in that work. As to the conception of that Union 
by their friends of the Conjoint Committee and their friends of the West End he 
would point to the letters they had received from Mr. Leopold de Kothschild and 
Lord Swaythling, to the message received from Mr. D. L. Alexander, and to the 
presence on that platform of that conspicuous representative of that section of 
Jewry, Mr. Claude Montefiore—{cheers)—of Mr. [Leonard Cohen, whose name 
was a household word in East London, and Mr. Hermann Landau, and many 
others. HButit was not sufficient to wish for union—they must find the means 
of achieving it. Inregard to the title of the Union, he was a little sorry to find 
that the only word of discouragement and criticism came from the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE. The JEWwisH CHRONICLE found “Jewish Rights” a very indefinite 
term, and the JEwish CuRONICLE—which he was afraid owing to advancing 
-years often got into tantrums, and owing to that did not enjoy the fullest con- 
fidence of the community—shook its head over this indefinite term, and suggested 
that there was 
SOME DARK CONSPIRACY 

lurking behind the title of that body. They could afford to ignore those com- 
ments because none of them were puzzled as to what was meant by Jewish 
Rights. And as to the insinuat:on of some ulterior purpose, he would not stultify 
himself or insult the audience by meeting so foolish a suggestion. He directed 
their attention to the first two items of their programme, and that was the best 
reply they could maketo the charge that their demand for Jewish Nights was 
indefinite.. What they understvod by the term was equal rights with their fellow- 
citizens in ail the countries in which they might dwell. They were ready to 
support all the burdens of citizenship, and they did so unmurmuringly, even in 
the countries where they had no rights at present. But they asked that where 
the Jew was a citizen he should have the same rights as his non-Jewish 
fellow-citizens. (Cheers.) They went even further than this in para- 
graph two of their programme. They also endeavoured to secure national 
rights in the sense of communal and educational autonomy in the lands where 
such rights might be found necessary. Besides that, having endeavoured to 
obtain these rights, another object of their Union would be—and in that respect 
it was entirely in barmony with the Board of Deputies—to protect these rights 
wherever they might be endangered. The second section of their programme 
referred to Palestine. They recognised the existence of 


| A GREAT BODY OF ZIONIST SENTIMENT 

in the community which they were anxious to associate with them in the work 
they had before them, They recognised the great importance which the Zionists 
attached to Palestine. Some attached a greater importance to it than others, than 
those Jews who were not Zionists. And they had to ask themselves how far they 
could go, and advise the community to go with the Zionists, with a programme 
which would not compromise either party. What they had done had been to lay 
down the foundation of an intelligent Zionist policy. They would ask in Pales- 
tine, as they asked everywhere, equal rights for Jews with the rest of the 
population. They would ask in the next place, in view of the historic interest of 
the Jewish people in Palestine, that reasonable facilities for colonisation and 
immigration should be afforded. Inthe third place, they asked, in view of the 
special interests of the Jews, of the ethnical conditions in Palestine where there 
were great sub-divisions of the population, that special steps should be taken t 
endow the Jewish colonies and such other places in which the Jews might live in 
a Jarge majority, with such municipal privileges as might be necessary to enable 
them to live their Jewish life and to. promote the cultural conditions which they 
were anxious to see flourishing again in Palestine. He thought they had made a 
sincere effort to endeavour to combineall classes of Jews in the great work before 
precedence that must be given, even 


over Palestine, to the question of equal rights. The reason was that the question 
of equal rights for the seven million Jews in Eastern Europe was. 


__ AN_URGENT QUESTION 

which could not wait. There were some very extreme persons who said it was 
not the slightest good their worrying about the Jews in Russia and Poland. The 
Jewish question there, they said, was hopeless ; it never could be settled, and the 
only thing to do was to go slowly to work to establish a State in Palestine, which 
would solve the Russian question. He was not setting himiself against the 
establishment of a Jewish State in Palestine. If they could establish such a 
State by all means let them doit. But could. their coreligionists in Russia and 
Poland wait for the establishment of a Jewish State in Palestine? Let the 
Zionists in God's name go forward, and those who thought with him would put 
no obstacles in their way. But let the Zionists put no obstacles in their way in 
relieving the immediate necessities of seven millions of men, women, and 
children, groaning under an intolerable oppression and subject to. tetrible 
hardships. With the best will in the world, and with the greatest resources they 
could obtain, the Zionists could never take out seven millions of Jews from 
Russia; they could not make any appreciable impression. When the Zionists 
told them that when the Jewish State was established the very fact of the moral 
existence of that State would bring great benefit to the Jews oppressed, he asked 
them: Could they wait? Dare they wait in face of the oceans of blood and 


to the hungry, relief to the suffering, freedom to the enslaved? They had the 


‘utmost sympathy for their Zionist friends and admiration for the way in which 


they had championed the Jewish cause. They had the utmost sympathy with their 
strong historic sentiment and their veneration for a land which for all of them 
must be a venerated sanctuary. But this was a question of practical politics, 
and leaving these people alone and not relieving them, They must agree wi;) 
him that their first duty was to - bring” liberty to those of their 
coreligionists who were suffering. They had been talking a great deal about 
Jewish rights and perhaps at a moment when this country was involved in a great 
war, struggling for its very life, it was scarcely appropriate for any section of 
the population to pursue its own secondary interests apart from the national! 
interests, The Conjoint Committee had said that they would not conduct any 
agitation while the war lasted. They would watch and prepare. They were not 
doing anything there in the shape of agitation. They were simply preparing for 
the day of settlement. Their purpose was to confirm the desire of the Jewis}, 


community for unity in face of the great crisis which was before them. The 


National Union in offering its platform to the community had no desire to make 
any hole-and-corner bargain between one society and another, but they appealed 
to the democracy to come forward and help trem. The poet Wordsworth writing 
about the French Revolution used the words, ‘‘ France stamped her great foot and 
said she would be free.” They asked them to stamp the great foot of English 
Jewry and say they would be united. 

Mr. ISRAEL ZANGWILL moved the following resolution : 

That this mass meeting of Jewish residents in London and delegates of Jewish 
institutions and societies approved the programme of the National Union for jewish 
Rights, and calls upen all organised elements in the Anglo-Jewish community to 
co-operate with the Union for the realisation of the said programme, 


Mr. Zangwill said that a famous Christian writer had recently said that he 
admired the spiritual struggle of the Jewish people, their sturdy idealism, their 
unshakeable belief in the victory of good over evil. It was because Jews had this 
unshakeable belief in the victory of good over evil that now, in the midst of all the 
blood and tears they had assembled to celebrate the beginning of anew hope for the 
Jewish people. ° When he told them that the man he had quoted was a Russian 
writer, was Gorky, a representative of that race which oppressed them, they would 
see that their new hope was not without a new basis. He was glad, therefore, to 
move the resolution upon that historic occasion, to congratulate the Union upon its 
President and Mr. Wolf upon his Union. They could not have a better 
President. They were hearing a great deal at the present time about war 
economy and making both ends meet. Mr. Wolf had given them a lesson 
in that sort of economy—he had made both ends meet. He had made the 
East End and the West End meet. (laughter). They would see that th:s was 
arealeconomy. It prevented waste of force, not only by overlapping, but also 
by friction, by hostility. Several of the gentlemen who were present from the 
West End belonged to a certain extent to what he might call the Jewish Bureav- 
cracy. He was referring to men like Mr. Claude Montefiore and Mr. J eonard 
Cohen. It was true that they were not real bureaucrats for - they were 
elected to their presidential positions on a democratic basis, but the franchise 


councillors of the Ica be had once described them as the Grand Dukes of Jewry. 
There was nothing wrong in being a bureaucrat; it meant belonging to an earicr 
phase of social evolution. These gentlemen were very beneficent bureai rats, 
angelic bureaucrats. But they did not fully represent the democracy, [hey 
had now come down to the people. 


THIS WAS THE MOMENT OP DEMOCRACY. 


The whole of the trouble of the Jews throughout Europe depended upon the al ence 
of democracy, and the whole of their chances for the future depended upon the 
growth of democracy, It might be asked: didthey want another institution’ \\ ere 


there not enough institutions? Existing institutions did not want other institu, 
tions to spring up. He was the President of an institution and there were four or 
five gther Presidents of institutions on the platform, and Mr. Alexander, {rcm 
whom they had had a message of sympathy, was also a President. A !'res:- 
dent did not want another parnass. Yet they had all united to support 
another body; that showed that it was really unity! Mr. Wolf had 
given them an analysis of the aims of that Society. He proposed 
to analyse its title. What was the ‘National Union of* Jewish Kights 

“National” in their sense was the opposite of “international.” Ziomists need 
not think that they were going to compete with them. A really national Jewish 
Organisation was not possible in war time. If each country formed a similar 
body, after the war all the committees could come together, and they would have 
a really national union of the Jewish people. What did‘ Union” mean’ [he 
best definition he could give of it was that it was what the Jewish people had not 
got. (Laughter.) What did the word “ Jewish” mean? It implied both 
race and religion, Their Union would defend the rights of the Jevish 
race and religion, Vhat did the word “rights” mean? There was much 
confusion about rights. In that very theatre one day, he had heard o! a 
Jew climbing over from the pit to the stalls, and when he was remonsirated 
with, exclaimed “We are not in Russia now.

There were very few Jews in Palestine now, and 
they could not give a land to people who were not there, but they could give the 
Jews an opportunity of getting there. If England went into Palestine, he had 
suggested that a Jewish Governor might be appointed, and he ‘had mentioned the 
name of Sir Mathew Nathan in this connection. But they must not count their 
chickens before they were hatched, and even if they got Palestine it would be along 
time before those chickens would grow up to be hens or fighting cocks. There- 
fore the real question was not Palestine, but Russia and the United States, where 
the bulk of the Jews of the world now were. In the United States things were 
not worse now but better. The United States had done away with the idea that 
immigrants must show cause why they should come in and the Government must 
show cause why they should not be allowed to enter. He proceeded to show 
that prospects were improving in Russia. There wasa good anda bad Russia, 
and leading Russian publicists and writers had stood up on behalf of the Jews.

STORY OF THE DISMISSAL. 


CONSCIENTIOUS OBJECTORS. 


between the Rev. ]. Harris and Mr. A. M. Jackson, the Senior Warden of the 
Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation, and which ended in the summary dismissal 


of the former gentleman from the position be has occupied for twenty-one years 
as one of the ministers. 


Some time prior to February 26th last, Mr. Harris called upon Mr. Jackson 
and informed him of his views as to conscientious objection to military service 
and as to the course he in consequence proposed to adopt. Mr. Jackson pointed 


action as he foreshadowed, and asked Mr. Harris to write to him on the subject. 


Accordingly, on February 26th, Mr. Harris wrote a letter to Mr. Jackson, in the 
course of which he said :— , 


conscientious objector and others who are supporting liberty of conscience and the 
sanctity of human life and are endeavouring to realise in their lives the peace ideals of 
the Hebrew prophets. In this course I (and my dear ones) are prepared, if necessary, 
to make any and every Sacrifice. 


_ Mr. Harris was then asked to meet the Executive Sub-Committee of the 
synagogue, which he did. 
Mr? Jackson wrote as follows to Mr. Harris under date of February 29th :— 

‘Since receipt of your letter of the 26th inst., I, together with the Sub-Committee of 
the Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation, have had the advantage of a meeting with you, 
There ts nothing I would not do, no length to which 
I would not go, to compass the end I have in view.” “2. I would not give any pledge 

to the Sub-Committee as to what I would or would not do.” 

You further absolutely declined to give the Committee any assurance that you would 
abstain from appearing before Recruiting Tmbunals and there or in any other way 
publicly laying down the doctrine—utterly fallacious and most mischievous in.the Com- 
mittee's opinion—that Jewish teachings are opposed to the principle of taking up arms 
in defence or support of England in the present crisis. ; | 

After long and close consideration the Committee unanimously resqlved that unless 
you retract the two above statements, and also absolutely pledge yourself to abstain 

from making any such public statement as is referred to, the Committee, in pursuance 
with their duty, will be reluctantly compelled to terminate your appointment as Reader 
to the Liverpool Old Hebrew Cengregation. 

You are requested to let me have your written reply to this communication not later 
than first post on Monday, the 6th March. 

To that letter Mr. Harris replied under date of the 3rd of March, as follows: 

Deak MR. JACKSON,—I am in receipt of your letter of the 29th ult. The fact that I 
had to defend my position alone in the presence of six gentlemen with strong feelings in 
an opposite direction will afford an explanation if I did not succeed in making my 
position clear. To avoid this in future may | suggest that any further communication 
on this subject may be made in writing so that I can consider my answer. with better 
opportunity for calm reflection, 

| With regard to your first remark that I stated: 1. “ There is nothing I would 

not do, no length to which I would not go, to compass the end [ have in 
view,” I desire this put as follows : “I féel it my duty to do all that may he 
in my power to help to make the position of the Jewish ‘Conscientious Objector’ 
better understood.” By doing this I believe I shall be serving the highest interests of 
Jewry, both in my own community and in the eyes of our non-Jewish fellow-citizens. 

2. As regards the second statement that I said “I would not give any pledge to the 
Sub-Committee as to what I would or would not do,” I desire this to be put: “I could 
not give any pledge,” not knowing what in the exercise of my judgment would be for the 
good of the cause [ have at heart. This must not be taken to imply that any steps I 
might take would be wanting in discretion or be of an outrageous character. I am not 
likely to injure my cause in such a way, nor.is it my nature to actin such a manner. But 
I must respectfully decline to pledge myself in any way or to fetter my own judgment. 

3.. You attribute to me the doctrine that “Jewish teachings are opposed to the 
principle of taking up arms in defence or support of England in the present crisis.” I 
have given expression to no such doctrine. I deeply respect those whose conscience 
bids them take up arms from whatever source they may have derived that principle. 
But I claim for those whose conscience forbids their doing so the same respect from 
whatever source they may have derived that principle. 
been denied to the Jewish Conscientious Objector that I have been moved to enter into 
this controversy. Inthe opinion of the Conscientious Objector, Jewish or otherwise, 
and in my own opinion, all war is wrong. My reading of my religion does not prevent 
me from holding that view. It strengthens me therein. - 

I should not suggest for a moment that it is the view of the majority of English 
Jews. None the less, as a Jewish minister, I claim my right of perfect freedom to hold 
and to express my conscientious convictions, and to assist those who hold similar 
convictions, 

The only pledge which I conscientiously feel myself able to give is that I will where- 
ever possible state that the views I hold and the doctrines I preach are not those held by 
the governing body of the Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation or the majority of its 
members. 

You will readily understand that my present position is an unpleasant and an 
anomalous one. I should therefore be glad if the matter at issue could be decided with- 
out unnecessary delay. 

It is quite evident from this communication that Mr. Harris repudiated at 
least some of the statements that had been attributed to bim by Mr. Jackson, that 
he did not claim that “the taking up arms in defence of England in the present 
crisis” was in any way Opposed to Jewish teachings, that he did not pretend that 
his view was not opposed to those of “‘ the majority of English Jews,” and that he 


that in expressing them he was not pretending to represent the Cougregation.

~ DEAR Sir,—I have your letter of the 3rd inst., which has been placed before the Sub-

¢ In view of all you have said and written the Sub-Committee cannot for one moment, 
whilst you are Reader to this Congregation, leave to your unfettered judgment (as you 
put it) your course of action in regard to conscientious objectors. 

In the unanimous opinion of the Sub-Committee you have become unfit and unable 
to discharge your duties to the satisfaction of the Sub-Committee, and the profit of the 
Congregation; they therefore have no alternative but to terminate your appointment as 
Reader, and this has been unanimously resolved upon. — 

I enclose cheque for £51 13s., three months’ salary, in accordance with rule 51 of the 
Rules of the Congregation, and £1 13s., being salary accrued since last payment. You 
will please take this letter as a formal notice of the immediate termination of your 
appointment as Reader.

Having thus, as it were, cleared the deck for action, I say boldly and frankly that of 
all the mischievous agitations which are from time to time inflicted on a long-s iffering 
public, the anti-conscientious-objéector propaganda which for weeks past has occupied 
the columns of the JEWISH CHRONICLE has proved the most obiectionable feature of our 
internal Jewish life, and is likely to. be productive of much harm because of the 
unfavourable light in which it is bound to present the loyalty of a community which 
has already provided a larger percentage of men than the country as a whole. 


1 freely admit that a good deal of faintheartedness, or, if you prefer it, cowardice, is 
seeking to find shelter under the more euphonious description of “ eonscientious. 


objection.” But does that prove that the real and genuine article does not exist? Isit 
so difficult to imagine the existence of a real and ungovernable objection to the killing 
of human beings in any circumstances and on any pretext whatever? = I hope hot. 
I have seen it urged by some of your correspondents that “to hold out the other cheek.” 
is a Christian doctrine and therefore un-Jewish; and viewed from the purely doctrinal 
point that may be so. But any system of religion is after all only a rough basis for 
human conduct—open to varied and elastic interpretation, and is infinitely inferior to 
conscience, which, being of the soul and therefore in spiritual relation with the ruter of 
the universe, must necessarily rank higher than any religious code, be its origin 
Mosaic, Christian, or Mohammedan. The obvious objection to this truism is the 
impossibility of testing the genuineness of the conscientiousness in any given case 

and because of this difficulty the “conscientious objector” is seldom recognised in any 
human code of laws. But when the State, by deliberate legislation, goes. out of 
vay conscientious scruples of 
the individual, it is surely rothing short of impertinence to throw stones at those who 
come to seek relief. To place oneself on a higher plane than the standard of moral and 
ethical conduct laid down in the laws of one’s country may bespeak a high-mindedness 
transcendental in quality, but it may also be, and in most cases is, nothing more than 
pharisaical bluff and humbug. 

You have laid it down in one of your leaders, and Lady Magnus has given your 
dictum the support of the historian, that there is nothing in the Jewish religious system 
to justify a plea of conscientious objection ; but are you really so quite sure of that? It 
would be interesting to know whatour Rabbis have to say on that point, provided their 
Wardens will grant the right of free speech. For myself, being a layman, and, there- 
fore, free from the danger of dismissal from any post, I am bound to Say that 
with all due deference to your opinion and Lady Magnus’ knowledge of history, 
I am unable to accept an assertion which cannot be supported from the 
very authority on which it presumes to be based. There may not be any Jewish 
objections to war as such, seeing that our history teems with records of 
brave martial deeds, but there are a dozen religious grounds for conscientious objection 
to serving in war under existing conditions. Your citation of the Rabbinical dictum that 
the laws of the land must be obeyed has not the least bearing on the whole question, 
because it applies only to peaceful submission to the laws imposed. The Jewish 


soldier who, under a system of conscription, is compelled to break the Sabbath or to 
violate the dietary laws might be held to be blameless in Jewish law; but what about 
the Jewish volunteer who deliberately places himself in the position of having to 


the Jewish Ministry, and of those few who did the majority hada good deal of their sé; 


transgress a number of cardinal religious principles? It is true that twenty thousand 
Jewish volunteers are at this moment serving with the British forces, and it is also true 
that we acclaim their patriotism and bravery despite the breach of religious 
precepts. But when an_ enlightened and paternal Government has gone 
out. of its way to make provision for the scruples of men troubled 
with conscience in any shape or form it is highly improper to cry 
shame on those who avail themselves of the privilege set up. It is the business of

the Canon of Scripture, if only because it is so truthful a story of Israel’s 


. Oppression in all ages. 


And yet one Jewish religionist has seriously suggested that the Book of Esther 


must be banished from the synagogue, on account of the Book's alleged religious | 


and moral difficulties. Esther's attempt to conceal her origin is spoken of as a 
betrayal of faith. A book which seemingly approves of such duplicity is— 
according to such critics—unworthy of esteem, But issuch criticism quitefair? A 


RARBINIC LEGEND 


relates that when Ahasuerus issued his decree, and search was made for a consort 
in place of Vashti, Esther hid herself and remained concealed for four years, and 
it was only at the end of that time, when she heard the Divine voice urging her 
to do so, that she proceeded to the King’s palace. The truth underlying the 
legend is that Esther, far from betraying her faith in becoming the wife of the 
Eastern monarch, martyred it for the sake of the people she loved. Mordecai aad 
Esther had reason to believe that if it were known that she was a Jewess she 
would never have become Queen, and that it was only by her being raised to such 
a high position that she might be able to help her despised race. 

But one of the greatest objections raised to the Book of Esther is the alleged 
low standard of its ethics. The act of defending themselves and their families, 
and of killing large numbers of the enemy, is spoken of as savage retaliation, 
ferocious vindictiveness, unrelenting callousness, bloodthirsty revenge, and so 
forth, It is evident, however, that on the part of the Jews the war was defensive 
and not offensive. Moreover, according to the Bible narrative, all that Esther 
originally demanded was the reversal of the. edict permitting the destruction 
of the Jews. The Persian laws did not permit the revocation of a royal 
edict, and Mordecai and Esther had to choose between the destruction 
of their race and the issue of a further edict permitting the Jews “to gather 
themselves tagether and to stand for their life.” We are now living in times 
when wanton outrages on innocent women and children are leading some ethicists 
to hold that a man’s moral standard should have strict relevance to the behaviour 
of his fellow-men, that morality and ethics should be conditioned by circum- 
stances, and that it would be morally justifiable to avenge ourselves for the 
savage relentlessness of the foe. The circumstances of Israel's persecution in the 
days of Haman may have excused a revengeful spirit on the part of the Jews. It 
certainly called forth a rightful determination to save themselves from destruc- 
tion. Asa matter of fact, though the edict permitted them to take the spoil of 
the enemy, ‘‘on.the spoil they laid not their hand.” They quite probably, too, 
spared the women and the children. Surely then, except to 

THE NON-RESISTING PACIFIST, 
there are no moral difficulties of the book to justify its banishment. Hut Esther's 
courageous resolution to endeavour to bring salvation to her people at the risk of 
her own life is an example of self-sacrificing devotion, concerning which there is 
no difference of opinion. Her determination to risk all for the sake of her 
people, the famous passage in which she exclaims “If I perish, I perish,” is a 
sublime and inspiring utterance, evidencing a devotion and loyalty, a self-reliance 
and self-sacrifice, which are demanded of us in these times with no less force— 
both as Jews and as Englishmen. © Esther was, we are told, “ fair and beautiful.” 
According to the Kabbis, she was one of the four most beautiful women that 
ever existed. She is also said to have had the unenviable gift of remaining 
eternally young. [ut it is above all the nobility and courage of the patriot 
queen, her moral beauty and her heroic sinking of self, which will long remain 
an example of true Jewish womanhood. The supreme height of hec héroism will 
echo down the ages and spur heroic souls to face death in the cause of their 
eountrymen. It will urge us to be brave for our faith, to make continual sacrifices 
for our religion and our race. 

The Book of Esher has to be read or listened to from the scroll, and 
the rules concerning the writing of the scroll are very similar to the 
instructions for writing the Pentateuch. The Rabbis who enjoyed these 
stringent rules must certainly have found much in the Book deserving of 
admiration and recollection. The various customs to be observed by the Reader 
are also of interest and are capable of explanation. The reciting aloud by the 
congregation and Reader of those verses which relate the origin and triumph of 
Mordecai (11., 5; vill., 15-16; and x.,3) needs no explanation. The names of the 
ten sons of Haman must occupy in the Megillah a whole column. Why is this? 
One explanation is that this arrangement indicates that all the sons were hanged 
on one gallows. Another reason given is that it is merely a symmetrical arrange- 
ment similar to the arrangement of the names of the Kings of Canaan in 
Joshua xii. But a better explanation seems to be that this is done in order to give 

THE FATE OF ISRAEL'S PERSECUTORS | 
exceptional prominence. If the Megillah is spread out-as a letter—as it is 
supposed to be before it is read—the retribution of the wicked is clearly visible 
throughout the narrative. But what is the reason for the uttering of the names 
of the ten sons of Haman in one breath? The Rabbis. say that this is done to 
indicate that Haman’s sons all died at one and the same time, and were hanged 
together (see Megillah, 16b; Orach Chayim, 690,15). But another reason has 
been given which, if true, shows—theoretically, at any rate—a considerable 
refinement of feeling. The view is that the tenfold execution is raced through at 
breakneck speed in order to dwell as lightly as possible on the unpleasant punish- 
ment of our foes (see Herbert Loewe, “Jewish and Christian Judgments on the 
Book of Esther,” JewisH CHRONICLE, February 26th, 1915). This senti- 

ment is paralleled by the Midrash which represents God as rebuking 
the ministering angels for singing a song of praise for the destruction 
of the Egyptians, and by the curtailment of the Hallel on the last. six 
days of Passover, to show that we do not gloat over the defeat of our enemies. 
But the extraordinary prominence of the }OF °33 MMP, as well as the custom of 
knocking or. kicking when the name of Haman is mentioned, is hardly consistent 
with this refinement of feeling. Perhaps, however, those who do indulge in the 
latter habit do so, not in aspirit of vindictiveness, but in a spirit of mirthful joyous- 
ness at Israel’s deliverance from the anti-Semite. 2 

But there is one aspect of Purim which this year especially is more appro- 
priate than myrtbful joyousness, viz., the duty of MIND) 1f 
for no other reason than 

THE PRACTICE OF CHARITY 
associated with the festival, Purim deserves a prominent place in the Jewish 
calendar. If we neglect this aspect this year we do so at the peril of the Jewish 
people. It is more praiseworthy, say the Rabbis, to increase one’s gifts to the 
poor on Purim than to increase one’s festive meal. If that is true in normal 


“times it “is surely true to-day, when millions of our brethren’ are suffering 


unparalleled hardships ; when so many urgent appeals, both Jewish and general 
are being made so appealingly to every one of us. 
Purim will be with us in a day or two. Let us observe it with due solemnity 
and joyousness. May the recital of the Book of Esther heip to give us strength 
and solace. Let us hope that in God's good time “relief and deliverance shal] 
arise for the Jews.” Let us have faith and hope 3

With the calls that are being made on the males of all professions, itis not surprising 
that the orchestras are being rapidly thinned of their younger members. This makes 
Chamber Music of even greater prominence, and though one cannot help but note that 
nearly all the members of the most prominent quartet parties bear the significent armlet, 
there are doubtless many musicians who will present-this form of music to the London 
public during the next few months. 

A further proof of its popularity was shown by the attendance at the opening of the 
tenth series of the Thomas Dunhill Chamber Music Concerts on Tuesday week at 
Steinway Hall. Commencing with Dr. Charles Wood's String Quartet in F, admirably 
played by the Philharmonic Party, there was included in the scheme a Phantasy for the 
four strings by Thomas Dunhill and here given first performance. It is a bright, 
vivacious work, and does ample credit to its composer's powers of writing. The same 
occasion marked the début of Mr. Jordan, a tenor gifted with a fine expressive voice, 
who sang with a clarity of diction that would be a lesson to many artists. 

The expressive performances of the London String Quartet have made them a great 
feature of London's music during the last season, and it would be difficult to conceive 
amore perfect interpretation than was given on Wednesday night week at their concert 
at ASolian Hall.
